Voted $17 Million 


The Appropriations Commitlee 


earlier in lhe day had voted to 
give, Summerfield 17 millions am 
lo consider the remaining 30 mil- 
lions next Friday. But at 
a 


news conference Summerfield de. 
scribed as "ridiculous" the com- 
mittee decision to defer action on 
the additional allolment for 
week. 


The Postal Chief said he had 


planned to make some cutbacks 
today, but that it had been physic- 
ally impossible to circulate the 
necessary orders through the field 
in time. 


He announced "wilh great re 


gret" lhat starting a week from 
today, all post offices will be 
closed on Saturday and Sundays, 
and lhat there will lie no mail 
deliveries, city, suburban or rural, 
on Saturday, except for items 
bearing special delivery postage. 
Saturday streetbox pickups will 
continue on Saturdays, but on lim- 
ited Sunday schedules, he said. 


Limited Service 


Starling April 13, he said, post 


offices will limit window service 
on week days to a maximum of 
8'/i hours, and that on the same 
day. business district deliveries 
will be limited to two a day.
